Narrows Dam 


Power Goes to 


Southwestern Co. 


THE ENTIRE electric output of 


the new Narrows dam at Murf- 


rcesboro has been sold to South- 
western Gas & Electric Co., it was 
announced yesterday by Frank M. 
Wilkes, company 
president, 
and 


Douglas Wright, administrator for 
the Department of the Interior. 


The contract is for 10 years, and 


the price $207,000 a year—although 
rales may be adjusted every three 
years. 
'-The Narrows dam, built by the 


' Army Engineers, began operations 


in May this year. It has a poten- 
tial capacity of 25,500 kilowatts, but 
the actual installation consists of 
two generators with a combined 
output of 17,000. 


Of this 17,000 kilowatts the South- 


western company is obligated to 
deliver up to 5,000 k. w. on the gov- 
ernment's account to rural elec- 
tric co-operatives. 


The significant point in this deal, 


however, is that the electricity from 
Narrows dam will flow throughout 


• all the 
Southwestern company's 


system, enabling it to handle peak 
loads without installing additional 
ejuipment of its own. 


The combination of hydro-electric 


power and an interconnected sys- 
tern such as Southwestern's means 
virtually unlimited supplies of com- 
mercial and industrial electricity, 
at the lowest possible rate. It is a 
combination that makes production 
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costs in individual 
nearly prohibitive.

LJOPE, a municipal-plant town, 


has scanned reports in recent 


years from Mississippi, where one 
municipal-plant city after another 
has lied Into the transmission lines 
of TVA and private power compan- 
ies — still. maintaining their mu 
nicipal-plant status, 
but. buying 


much of their power at wholesale 
for less than they could generate 
it in steam or diesel plants. 


The reason for this switch is ob- 


vious: Interconnected systems can 
transfer'electric power over wide 
areas every hour of the day, uti- 
lizing the fixed investment in gen- 
erators more efficiently than indi- 
vidual plants — which have to 
maintain equipment to cover peak 
loads for a few hours although 
half-idle the rest of the day. 


Hope still has no wholesale elec- 


tric "standby" line, although The 
Star has been urging one for the 
last 10 years.

Southwestern "to serve 'industrial 
plants in the former SPG military 
reservation. But here is Southwest- 
ern with the Narrows dam power 
at its disposal and yet our town and 
its people and its city businesses 
and industries won't get a dime's 
direct benefit — unless the city gov- 
ernment gets off its royal seat.

YOU RAISE the question 


whether the importing of outside 


power won't break down our munic- 
ipal-ownership status you simply 
admit you've read nothing about 
the electric business since the 
1880s. 
The Mississippi municipal-plant 


towns — West Point and others — 
long ago started mixing electricity 
from the trunk lines with their own 
"juice" because it gave them am- 
ple power to serve industry, 
and 


provided more profit and cheaper 
rates than any outmoded single- 
plant operation could hope to do. 


South Arkansas 
Traffic Slowed 
by Ice Coating 


Lit,tle Rock, Dec. 28 — (JP)— An 


unexpected ice storm glazed roads 
in the southern half of Arkansas 
today, blocking numerous r o a d s , 
iling up traffic and causing acci- 
dents in which at least 17 persons 
were hurt. 


The worst accident was at Hot 


Springs where a ministerial stu- 
dent was injured critically and at 
least nine others hurt in a spec- 
tacular crash of two buses and two 
passenger cars on an ice-coated 
hill. 


Lamar A. Brown, 34, Monticello, 


Ark., driver of one of the cars, 
was reported in critical condition 
at Leo N. Levi hospital. The other 
injured, including Mr. 
and 
Mrs 


J. M. Franklin, Canton, N. C., and 
their two daughters, were less seri- 
ously hurt. 


The glaze was spread by a typi 


cal Arkansas ice storm — some 
sleet, but mostly a drizzling rain 
that froze as it fell. The tempera- 
ture hovered around the freezing 
point. 


It was colder in north Arkansas, 


but no ice was reported there. The 
sun was shining in Harrison and 
Fayetteville. 


The Little Rock weather bureau 


said little relief from the icing con- 
dition could be expected soon. It 
forecast continued sleet and freez- 
ing rain today and tonight. 


Unseasonol Fires 
Threaten Much 
State Timberland 
Little Rock, Dec. 28—(IP)—Unsea- 


sonal forest fires are threatening 
Arkansas timberland. 


The state forestry department re- 


ported that 66 fires broke out yes- 
terday. Several hundred acres of 
timber was burned over. Around 
2,200 acres was burned over Mon- 
day and Tuesday. 


The department, pointing o u t 


that fires customarily occur main- 
ly in the spring and fall rather 
than in winter, said a general rain 
or snow was needed. The d r y 
weather has made it easy for fire 
to spread.

Inchon, Korea — (IP)— The U. S. 


hospital ship Repose is one of the 
Unsung heroes of the Korean war. 


The sleek, 15,000-ton v e s s e l 


inched 30 miles through a danger- 
ously shallow channel, took aboard 
more than 750 wounded U. N. 
troops and carried them out safe- 
ly before they could be trapped by 
a surprise Chinese offensive. 


The gigantic rescue operation 


was conducted so smoothly 
and 


swiftely it 
went 
virtually 
uno 


ticed. 
The glimmering white ship with 


big red crosses painted on her 
sides is safely back at anchor off 
Inchon in the Yellow sea off the 
west coast of Korea. 


All but a handful of her patients 


have 
been 
treated 
for 
battle 


wounds and returned to their out- 
fits or returned to Japan for re- 
cuperation . 


Capt. C. H. Perdue, San Diego, 


commanding officer of the Repose, 
said the big rescue operetion oc- 
curred between Nov. 28-30. 


"Several days before then," he 


said. At that time our g r o u n d 
forces were on the offensive. The 
mission of the Repose was to pro- 
vide hospital facilities for 
our 


troops in that sector." 


He said there were very few 


wounded. 


But while we were 
anchored 


Foss and Forest Royal. 


Thirty navy nurses attached to 


the repose worked around the clock 
caring for the wounded. 


Lt. (jg) Madge Catkins of Rich- 


mond, Va., and Lt. (jg) 
Eilleen 


Farrell of Boston, said, "It 
was 


hard work and long hours but we 
didn't mind a bit. We are here to 
help take care of the injured." 


The most perilous part of the 


job, 
said Captain Perdue, was the 


task of steering the ship along the 
narrow winding channel without 
running aground. 


"We couldn't use the main chan- 


nel because it was heavily mined. 
The channel we used was only 26 
feet deep in places at high tide. 
The Repose draws 25 feet 6 inches. 
At times our fathometer reading 
was about the same as the draw. 
We didn't have much water under 
our keel." 
As far as he knew his ship was 


the largest ever to get through the 
channel. 
Captain Perdue said a helicopter 


"He said I need not worry on 


that score." 


The couple, married on Nov. 25, 


1938, was divorced a year ago after 
several years' separation.
